A39-year-old man has been 
arrested in connection with 
the murder of a Northampton 
pet shop worker more than 22 
yearsago. 

The suspect, who is formerly 
from Northampton but now 
living in West Yorkshire, is be¬ 
ing held in connection with 
the murder of 76-year-old 
Arthur Brumhill. 

The killing took place at 
the Denton’s Pet and Gar¬ 
den Store in Wellingborough 
Road, Northampton, on Janu¬ 
ary 22,1993. 

Detective Sergeant Paul 
Hamilton, of the EMSOU 
Major Crime Team, said this 
week: “The suspect is being 
transported down from West 
Yorkshire and will be ques¬ 
tioned by detectives at the 
Criminal Justice Centre in 
Northampton. 

He added: “We are unable 
to say anything further at this 
stage.”

Climbing wall ‘must 
now be dismantled’

A decision to order the dis¬ 
mantling of a climbing wall for 
troubled teens in Moulton has 
been labelled as ‘utterly bonk¬ 
ers’ by the man who helped 
build it. 

Adventure Ways, based at 
the The P&M Courtyard, in 
Boughton Road, built the 12- 
metre wooden linear rope 


course and abseil tower in 
2014. 

But after a small number 
of objections from Moulton 
residents, the not-for-prof¬ 
it company, which provides 
outdoor activities and train¬ 
ing for 11 to 16 year-olds who 
have left mainstream educa¬ 
tion, was refused retrospec¬ 
tive planning permission for 
the wood-panelled climbing 
wall element as it was seen 
to be Visually intrusive and 
poorly designed’. 

An appeal against that de¬ 
cision to the Planning Inspec¬ 


torate has now been refused 
on the grounds it remains ‘un¬ 
sightly and inappropriate’. 

But Adventureways boss 
Kurt Perryman said he is as¬ 
tounded by the decision and 
has vowed to write to the 
Prime Minister in protest. 

“I just don’t get it,” he said. 
“If this was a design which cre¬ 
ated lots of traffic, if it was an 
absolute eyesore, if the direc¬ 
tors were making a tonne of 
money from it I would under¬ 
stand. But it is none of those 
things. 

“The decision is utterly 


bonkers, it really is.” 

Mr Perryman has been 
given orders to take down the 
entire linear rope course sec¬ 
tion of the climbing wall with¬ 
in three months. 

That section, he said, was a 
key component as it was used 
to help youngsters gain their 
NICAS climbing instructor- 
ship qualifications. 

He added: “It’s just such a 
disappointment to think how 
the government works. 

“Why aren’t they doing 
everything to help an organi¬ 
sation like us?”

The wood panelled climbing 
tower on the outskirts of the 
village will have to be disman¬ 
tled because it is considered to 
be ‘intrusive’. 

Inspector David Richards 
wrote in his report about the 
Adventureways structure: “To 
my mind the climbing wall and 
tower that has been erected is 


an unsightly and inappropri¬ 
ate intrusion in the rural land¬ 
scape.” 

The inspector’s reason for 
the refusing of the appeal was 
that the wood panelled area 
currently seen on the climb¬ 
ing wall element was different 
to the design proposed in the 
original planning application 


which was submitted back in 
2013. 

He added that the original 
design was ‘largely open in 
character’ which would have 
allowed neighbouring homes 
‘views of the sky’. 

But land owner Mr Perry¬ 
man says the climbing wall 
would have been ‘barely vis¬ 


ible’ in summer as it would be 
covered by the growth of tree 
foliage. 

However Daventry District 
Council, in its original refusal 
however, stated the wall was 
“visible from numerous van¬ 
tage points along Boughton 
Road stretching at least 100 
or so metres”.

Businessman leaves 
prized cars to RNLI

A late Northamptonshire 
businessman who was known 
to be ‘nervous of the sea’ has 
bequeathed two of the world’s 
most prized Ferarris to a na¬ 
tional lifeboat charity. 
Richard Colton, who was a 
major shoe distributor in the 
county as a partner of Irches- 
ter-based Colton Brothers, 
died at home following a sud¬ 
den illness in March. 


But the 83-year-old, who 
lived in Stanwick, requested 
that money raised from the 
sale of two extremely rare 
1960s Ferarris after his death 
be used to build a new RNLI 
lifeboat called Richard and 
Caroline Colton, named after 
himself and his late wife. 

The sale to be held by 
Wellingborough-based auc¬ 
tioneers H&H Classics on Oc¬ 
tober 14, is expected to raise 
more than £10 million and 
could rank as the biggest gift 
ever given to the RNLI. 

Legacy manager for the 
charity, Guy Rose, said: “We 


are deeply grateful and hum¬ 
bled by Mr Colton’s generous 
gift and his decision to benefit 
the RNLI in this way. 

“Six out of every 10 lifeboat 
launches are only made possi¬ 
ble because of gifts left to us in 
wills, so they are vital to saving 
lives at sea. 

“Mr Colton’s generosity 
will be felt most by our vol¬ 
unteer crews and the people 
whose lives they save.” 

Aside from his distin¬ 
guished career in footwear 
distribution, Mr Colton col¬ 
lected classic cars for around 
40 years.

Soak up some TT sunshine 


Purely for scientific purpos¬ 
es, you understand, it was 
important to lower the roof 
of the new Audi TT Roadster 
even before departing on the 
test drive. 

The dash showed a parky 
6C, but at least it wasn’t rain¬ 
ing. This latest TT with a 
folding roof is hardly hair 
shirt rugged even on a chilly 
morning, especially if you pay 
£1,000 extra for the open-top 
driving package. 

That includes an electri¬ 
cally operated wind deflector 
that pops up behind the seats, 


which have a hot air outlet at 
neck level, and bottom toast¬ 
ing elements lower down. 

The shape is all new, but 
like the fixed roof coupe that 
arrived some months ago, it is 
very obviously still an Audi TT. 

The roof itself is, says Audi, 
deliberately kept as a folding 
fabric soft top and not the met¬ 
al panels of rivals, which take 
up lots of boot room and leave 
you with a car that doesn’t re¬ 
ally look very cabrio at all. 

There are ten versions of 
the newTT Roadster, starting 
at £31,995 for a Sport model 
with 2.0184 horsepower die¬ 


sel engine. There are two 2.0 
litre petrol engines offered, a 
310 horsepower fire breather 
or the 230 horsepower of the 
test car, both producing more 
performance than the diesel 
at the expense of poorer econ¬ 
omy. 

Audi’s all-wheel drive quat- 
tro system features on some 
models and there is an auto¬ 
matic gearbox option available 
at £1,530.
